A kettle 
of hot watei should be always on the 
stove, night as well as day, where 
there is a family of children. 

Forcroup hot waterappliedquick- 
Ij' will often give relief. For 
sprains, bruises,cuts, etc., hot water 
applications are of great benefit. 
The water should be as hot as can 
be borne. For sore eyes apply hoi 
water. V^ery hot water will gone- 
rally stop bleeding from a wound. 

For dyspepsia and biliousness, a 
goblet of hot water sipped after 
half a day, or all night, of fasting, 
is much better than a meal followed 
by Ep.som salts or pills. 

For pleurisy, pneumonia, catarrh 
of Ihe stomach, soreness of the ab- 
domen, etc., a jacket of cotton 
batting wrung ont in very hot 
water l»y means of a towel and 
covered with oiled silk or waxed 
papei, is often l>etter than sending 
for a doctor. A jacket thus ap- 
plied will put the patient in shape 
fwr tho dtKTtt)r's medicine to accom- 
plish its purjKise. The beauty of 
hot water is that it can be had 
quickly and costs nothing. While 
hot water is preferable t»)r tjie 
tilings mentioned aliove, dry heat 
for some afflictions is better. Pains 
caused by cold are best relievwl by 
dry heat. Keep the feet near a hot 
stove just liefore going to bed, then 
they should be rubbed thoroughly 
and w<H)len stockings drawn on. 

Warmth is life, cold is death. 
My father was a "crank, "who 
reared fourteen children, who were 
" milk cranks," but he was as much 
all a hot water as a milk crank. 
J<'atlier did not pay one dollar a year 
for doctors and drugfi during the 
twenty-eight years he was rearing 
his fourteen children, and twelve olf 
them are alive to-day, the youngest 
l>eing nearly threescore years of 
age. Buttermilk, mustard, hot 
water, salt, lemou, vinegar, lard, 
onions, etc., were bis medicines.

Yachts built of woini are sheath- 
ed with copper, and so are many 
tugl)oats. Merchant shipsare.some- 
times sheathed with <H)p|HM', but 
nowadays the material nuwt com- 
monly tised is a composition metal 
which in apptmrance resembles brass. 

It does not wear so long as copper, 
but it costs less. The composition 
metal "omes in sluets alH>ut '^ feet 
by 1 foot 4 inches. They are fas- 
tened on the .ship with nails of the 
sanle mateiial. Sometimes the 
sheathing is nailed directly on the 
hull of tile ship. Sometimes it is 
nailed over another sheathing of 
felt, which helps lo preserve the 
calking in the seams. 

When tho ship has been placed 
in a dryd<x;k or rai.sed out of water 
on a floating «lock, the old met^il is 
stripped off, and if she is to have a 
felt sheathing the bottom of the 
ship is first painted with a ciwt of 
pitch, and the sheets of felt are 
laid upon that, and then the she«>tij 
of metal are nailed on over them. 
Tho work is done very rapidly and 
at the sanu" time with great nicety. 
Every nail head is sunk so that it 



JMachinery is a monthly journal 
published at .lohannesberg. South 
Africa. In the latest numl>er juBt 
received is an account of a re- 
markable clock belonging to a Hin- 
du priiu'e, which the editor thinks 
the strangest piece of machincr,\ 
in India. Near the dial of an 
ordinary-looking clock is a 
large uong hung on poles, while un- 
derneath, scattered on the ground, 
is a pile of artificial human skulls, 
ribs, legs, and arms, the whole 
number of bones in the pile being 
equal to the number of bones in 
twelve human skeletons. When 
the haiuls of the cUwk indicate the 
hour of 1, the number of l>one8 
needed to form a complete human 
skeleton come together with a snap; 
by some nuM'hanical ctwitrivanoe 
the skelelon springs up, seizes a 
mallet, and, walking up to the gong, 
strikes one blow. This finished, it 
returns to the pile and again falls to 
pieces. When 3 o'clottk, two 
sk<>letons get up, and strike, 
while at the hours of ntxm and 
midnight the entire heap springs 
up in the shape of twelve skeletons, 
and strikes, each one aft«r the 
other, a blow on the gong, and then 
fall to pieces, as before.
